Wall Street Got the Most. 


Wall street got more out of the silver specu- 
lation than Congressmen’ did. The Western 
mine owners got more than Wall stteet did, 
for they held back the output of their mines 
for higher prices, and knowing how long the 
supply was they were able to unload before 
even the speculators knew what was likely to 
happen. The Western farmer got nothing out 
of the legislation. Probably some of the sus 
pected Congressmen, if placed on the stand, 
would be able to show that their speculations 
did not begin until after the Silver bill was a 
law, at which time they had a perfect right, 
according to their lights, to go into it. But they 
hadn’t, and for this reason: They are expected 
to legislate again this winter. The necessity 
of further legislation, or at least a pretense of 
further legislation, if the speculative move- 
ment was to become a success, was shown last 
September, when silver was falling and the 
money market in New York tightened up. At 
that time the understanding was that about 
$7,500,000 was locked up in silver. The 
owners preferred to leave it there rather 
than to lose on their speculation by drawing 
it out. Some say they came over to Washington 
and asked the Treasury Department to let out 
more money for the sake of New York, About 
this time some inside facts concerning the 
men who had gone into silver speculation were 


disclosed. It was learned that the world was 


getting ready to dump its silver on the United 
States and some capitalists of boundless re- 
sources were taking it at rates which prom- 
ised immense profits if they could hold it till 
the price was forced up towards par. Uncon- 
tradicted publication was made of the fact 
that August Belmont & Co. were the head of a 
syndicate which had agreed to take Holland’s 


‘supply of silver and pay for it about $1 an 


ounce, It may have been that thespeculation 
was purely an independent one on the part of 


August Belmont & Co., but their relations 
with the Rothschilds gave the impression that 
these great European bankers were in the 


speculation and that the world's supply of sil- 
ver might be gambled on. The Bank of Hol- 
land at the last reports had about $25,000,000 
of silver, so some idea of the extent of the 
speculation can be gathered. If free coinage 
could be had the profit of the Belmont syn- 
divate would be way up in the millions. But 
all of Holland's supply or that of any 
foreign country would have to be un- 
loaded gradually and they could 
not afford to take -the chances of 
dumping much on the market even at a small 
advance without danger of sending the price 
down below $1. 
Forcing Up the Price. 

The attempt to force the price of silver up 
began soon after the adjournment of Congress 
in October. The speculators could then bet 
on what might be done at the short session, 
and they bet pretty freely. Many plausible 
reasons were given for the decline which had 
taken place. It was said that the Government 
of India had to make its semi-annual remit- 
tance to England at that time and the price 
had been dropped down by a concerted move- 
ment as the India Council bills had to be 
paid in silver. It was further said that the 
foreign supply would not swamp the 
United States because Germany had just 
shipped the last of its demonetized silver 
to Egypt. But the main reliance of the spec- 
ulators was in prophesying what Congress 
would do this winter. Rich New York bank- 
ers who had always been conservative came 
out in interviews telling of their friendliness 
to silver and predicti.ig free eoinage in a very 
short time. They had reason for doing this, 
because they had gone into the silver specula- 
tion. The attempt was made to show that the 
present Congress would in all probability pass 
a free coinage bill. And, dipping into the 
future, Senator George Vest was exten- 
sively quoted as authority for the state- 
ment that if Grover Cleveland ever got 
to be President again there would 
certainly be free coinage the first year of his 
Administration, provided it could not be had 
during Gen. Harrison’s Administration. Then 
Rogwell P. Plower was a mint of speculative 
prophecy to the speculators. Mr. Flower is 
himself a banker, and only a few months ago 
was bitterly fighting free coinage. But within 


afew weeks interviews have appeared with 


him in which he is quoted as confident of fur- 
ther silver legislation this winter, and he 
has been put forth as a ‘convert to free 
coinage. None of these interviews have been 
denied. It may be that Mr. Flower doesn’t 
know how his name has been used by the 
silver gamblers, but he ought to encourage a 
Congressional investigation which will find 
out all about these things. 
Farmers Should Understand It, 

The Western farmers who are said to be 
crazy for free coinage should understand the 
situation in Congress. They may be in 
earnest, but it would open their eyes to hear 
how the Wall street interests, the Belmont 
syndicate, and the New York capitalists who 
can afford to bet a million dollars on a single 
issue are backing up the farmers’ demands. 


The truth is there is no more probability of 


free coinage between now and March 4 than 
there is that silver dollars will be dug in po- 
tato patches nextspring. . A free coinage meas- 
ure of some sort will probably get through the 
Senate and silver will take a jump. The 
chances are not one in a hundred that it 
can pass the House in the few weeks that re- 
main for legislation. If it should pass there is 
not the remotest reason to doubt that Presi- 
derit Harrison would veto it, and a two-thirds 
majority could not be had in the present 
House to override the veto. But so long as 
they can create the impression of free coinage 
legislation this session the silver gamblers 
will be able to force up the price. Times are 
dull in Wall street, and if the outside public 
could be drawn into silver speculation the 
brokers might once more get rich. The mill- 
ionaire bankers would unload their holdings 
and the rest of the country would foot the bill. 
The outside public is always a bull on the mar- 
ket. After the adjournment of Congress and the 
reaction had come the speculators would be 
able to carry through another bear move- 
ment, and the price would go down to the 90’s 
again. Then in a few months they would be- 
gin to speculate upon the probability that the 
next Congress has a two-thirds majority in 
favor of free coinage and can thus override 
President Harrison’s veto. For this reason it 
may be guessed why the speculative influences 
should make a raid on Congress at the short 
session in favor of further silver legislation. 
The whole business has so disgusted the 
Treasury officials that Mr. Leech, the director 
of the Mint, in his annual report recommends 
legislation to prevent speculation in silver. 

As to whether there will be silver legislation 
of any sort this session no prediction can be 
made with certainty, but the outlook is all 
against it. Speaker Reed has not yet filled 
the vacancy on the Coinage Committee caused 
by the resignation of Chairman Conger, and 
whoever is selected may have the casting vote 


in deciding whether the committee shall rec- 


ommend further legislation. Col. Ab Taylor 
evidently thinks something will be done, for 
he introduced a joint resolution this afternoon 
directing the Treasury Department to pur-

BOOK TRUST PEOPLE SCORE A POINT 
IN THE LOWER HOUSE,’ \ 


Their Pet Bill Passed—The Vote by Which 
the Measure Was Finally Got Through 
A Day’s Wark in the Senate—Mr. 
Turpie of oe Ke Speaks Against the 
Election Bill neral News from the 
National Capital.

The representatives of .the Book Publishers’ 


Trust are happy tonight at the prospect of 
rich rewards from the operation of the Inter- 
national Copyright bill bassed by the House 
today. Its promoters are confident that it 
will get through the Senate without much 
trouble. Messrs. Peters of Kansas, Springer 
of Illinois, and Kerr of Iowa made efforts to- 
day to cure some of its objectionable features, 
but the fight was made as if thcy knew from 


the beginning that it was a hopeless under- 


taking. Messrs. Butterworth of Ohio, Simonds 
of Connecticut, Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
and Farquhar and Cummings of New York 
did the active work today for the bill. The 
vote for passage was 139 to 95—44 majority 
for the bill. The affirmative vote was given 
by 105 Republicans and 34 Democrats, and 
the negative by 69 Democrats and 26 
Republicans. A large proportion of its sup- 
port came from the Eastern and Middle 
States, while the bulk of the opposition was 
from the West and South. The bill is sub- 
stantially the same as that which passed the 
Senate in the Fiftieth Congress and failed to 
be acted upon in the House. By it the foreign 
author is permitted to take copyright in three 
cases as Americans: 1. When thenation of 
the foreigner permits copyright to American 
citizens on substantially the same basis as its 
own citizens. 2. When the nation of the for- 
eigner gives to American citizens copyright 
privileges similar to those provided for in this 
bill. 3. When the nation of the foreigner is 
a party to an international agreement pro- 
viding reciprocity in copyright, by the terms 
of which agreement the United States can be- 
come a party thereto at its pleasure. All 
books copyrighted under the act are to be 
printed from type set within the United States 
from plates made therein. 

Mr. Breckinridge of Arkansas moved to 
amend by instructing the committee to pro- 
vide for the importation of books of foreign 
authors at the rate now provided by law.

Petition to Amend -the Tariff Bill—Turpie 
Attacks the Election Measure, 

Wasuineoton, D. C., Dec. 3.—In the Senate 
today in presenting a petition for an amend- 
ment to the Tariff bill in relation to the re- 
bate on manufactured tobacco Mr. Allison 
said that the conferrees on the part of both 
Houses had agreed to that section of the Tariff

Mr. Turpie took the floor in opposition to 
the bill. The substitute measure, he said, 
rested for its support on what was called the 
suppressed colored Republican vote in the 
South. The returns of the election showed an 
abstinence from voting—an abstinence much 
greater in Massachusetts and other Northern 
States than elsewhere. The extremists, with 
a meager majority in both Houses, 
said that this was proof enough of 
the suppression of the colored 
vote, and thereupon proceeded to 
revolutionize the whole method of Con- 


‘ gressional election. There had been a sup- 


pression—a suppression patent, well known, 
undeniable, and widely prevalent. The re- 
cent census would show that in the States of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Illinois there were 
about 250,000 colored people, yet in those 
States not a colored man. had ever served as 


Governor or been elected to any department 


of the State Government. There had been 
not only no proportional division of the of- 
fices—there had been none at all. The col- 
ored man in those States had no,more chance 
of preferment than the Roman Catholic had 
had in New Hampshire or Great Britain a 
hundred years ago. The suppression of 
the colored vote in the South was a thing 
manifestly in question, affirmed on one side 
and denied on the other, but the suppression 
of the colored vote of the North was a thing 
without question, actual, absolute, uncondi- 
tional. The supremacy of the white race was 
not peculiar to any portion of the United 
States. South Carolina was not more com- 
pletely under its sway than was Pennsylvania. 
Its supremacy was not one whit more firmly 
established in Texas and Arkansas than in 
Illinois and Ohio. Much might be said of the 
injustice of this supremacy. It was easy to

The Grand Jury te Investigate Charges 
f Against Councilmen. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Dec. 3.—[ Special. For 
several days a committee has been investi- 
gating charges made by Banker Mellow of 
Pittsburg that the members of the Lower 
House of the Common Council of this city 
were a set of boodlers, Mr. Mellow was en- 
gineering a scheme for a gigantic inclined 
plane on Eleventh street, and employed L. C. 
Irwin, a prominent local attorney, to push the 
matter. Irwin said that $385,000 would be 
needed to grease the way, and named as 
parties necessary to buy Presiderit Hayes and 
Councilmen Bowes, Foley, and others. Mr. 
Mellow objeéted to paying boodle and withdrew 
the money he had already sent here and then 
issued a pamphlet in this city, addressed to 
the public, stating that the reason ‘the in- 
clined plane could not be built was because 
the Council demanded too much. The pam- 
phiet created a sensation. Attorney Irwin left 
immediately and is still away. The commit- 
tee finished its work today with a lengthy re- 
port, instructing the City Counselor to lay the 
matter before the grand jury and the press for 
an immediate and thorough investigation and 
prosecution of all concerned. The members 
of the Council whom Mr. Mellow accused by 
implication threaten heavy libel suits against 
him and also the papers here, but the grand 
jury will be in possession of facts, neverthe- 
less that will reveal a fearful state of rotteness 
and crookedness. 


MUST KEEP THEIR SIDEWALKS IN ORDER. 


Cities Held Responsible for Damages Be- 
cause of Defective Walks. 

Atspany, N. I., Dec. 3,—[Special.]—The 
Court of Appeals has just rendered a decision 
that is of interest to every city and village in 
this State, holding that where a municipal 
corporation is bound by its charter to vare for 
its streets it is liable for damages for personal 
injuries notwithstanding that the duty of 
keeping the streets in repair is imposed upon 
the lot owners by the municipal authorities.

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HAVE SEEN MR CAMPBELL 


IMPORTANT CLEWS DISCOVERED BY 
THE MISSING MAN’S FRIENDS. 


He Was Met by a Clerk on Kinzie Street 
Late Thanksgiving Night—His Relatives 
Have Hopes That He Still Lives—Notice 
Sent Out to Lake Captains to Watch for 
the Old Man—The Search Still Continues 
~The Reward. 


The chance that Mr. Benjamin H. Campbell 

may yet be found alive and well has been 
rendered much more probable by facts which 
were reported to the family yesterday. While 
the immediate relatives have never given up 
hope they have been forced to prepare for the 
worst, and the new facts which. have come to 
light have done much to cheer them. 
\. Yesterday afternoon a young man called at 
the Campbell residence at No. 362 Dearborn 
avenue and reported that he thought he had 
seen the missing man shortly after 1 o’clock 
Friday morning. The young man, who is a 
clerk in a down- town retail store, had been 
out of town during Thanksgiving and returned 
to the city on the 11:30 train on the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad. On the train he 
met several friends, and after reaching the 
city remained in the depot talking with them 
until about1 o’clock. He then walked east 
on Kinzie street to Clark and started north on 
the latter street, walking slowly in the hope 
that a car would overtake him. There were 
none in sight and he decided to walk 
home. When he had gone as far 
north as Ohio street he overtook an old man 
walking in the same direction. The stranger 
wore a long dressing-gown of brownish color, 
a silk skull cap, and red slippers. His strange 
attire and the late hour caused the young man 
to take unusually careful notice of him. He 
was unable to see the man’s face, as he walked 
with his head bent forward on his breast as 
though in deep thought. In spite ofthis the 
young man noticed that his hair was white 
and that he wore a gray mustache. The old 
man was walking slowly and the younger one 
soon passed him. He thought nothing more 
of the matter until Sunday, when 
he read in the papers of Mr. 
Campbell’s disappearance. He then spoke to 
several of his friends of the old man he had 
seen, but they dissuaded him from reporting 
the matter to the family of the missing man. 
Yesterday, however, after thinking the matter 
over he went to the Campbell residence and 
told his experience. He was shown a picture 
of Mr. Campbell, but was unable to identify 
it more than that the shape of the head was 
similar to that of the man he had seen Friday 
morning. ! | 
An Officer Also Saw Him, 

Later in the day an officer of the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Station reported that at 
about 3 o’clock Friday morning he 
saw an old man walking on Oak 
street toward the lake. The man wore 
a long coat of some kind, red slippers, and a 
skull cap. From these two reports the family 
are inclined to think that Mr. Campbell left 
his home while temporarily out of his mind 
and wandered down-town. He was fond of 
out-door exercise and it was his custom to 
walk almost daily from his home to his place 
of business. If he left home shortly. after mid- 
night, as it is possible he did, he could have 
easily gone down-town and have started back 
in time to be at Clark and Ohio streets at 


1:15 o’clock, when it is thought he was seen by 


theclerk. From the fact that he was in the 
neighborhood of his home at3 o’clock the 
family thinks he may have returned home and, 
not having his latch-key with him and not de- 
siring to wake the family, have wandered 
about waiting until the servants put in an ap- 


pearance. 

Stiff-another cireumstance was reported to 
the family yesterday, though it is not as defi- 
nite as either of the two others. A man and 
his wife who live at La Salle avenue and 
Maple street reported having seen an old man 
dressed as Mr. Campbell is supposed to have 
been walking on La Salle avenue. They at 
first said they saw the old man Thursday 
morning, but neither the man nor his wife 
was able to say positively whether it was 
Thursday or Friday. morning. They de- 
scribed Mr. Campbell's clothes accurately, 
but as they are accustomed to taking 


walks every morning they were unable to | 


tell whether they met him Thursday or Fri- 
day. Ifit was Thursday they met the old 
man he could not have been the missing man, 
as the latter was home at that time. 

A slipper found on the lake shore at the foot 
of Chicago avenue was brought to the Camp- 


bell residence yesterday. It was not that of. 
the missing man, however, as it was of em- 


broidered black velvet finished with patent 


leather. | 
The Reward Offered. 

The following notice has been prepared by 
the family and will be given to the police for 
distribution. Affixed to it is a picture of the 
missing man reproduced from one of his most 
recent photographs. The notice reads:

962 Dearborn avenue, Chicago, some time between 
midnight and morning of Friday, Nov. 28. He 
wore at the time a suit of dark clothes over a 
white satin night shirt; a long dressing-gown of 
English flannel of a checked pattern, which gave 
the effect of a light brown; slippers with deer’s 
heads worked on the instep with a ground work 
of red worsted ; black silk skull cap; red carnelian 
seal ring and a small gold guard ring on the little 
finger of the left hand; had some false teeth in 
an upper plate.

MORTGAGED FOR MANY MILLIONS. 


A Total of Over $850,000,000 in Mortgages 
Shown by Census Returns. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
The inquiry of the census office into mortgage 
indebtedness is nearly completed. The report 
will be very interesting and valuable. Out of 


present time incomplete, the mortgages for 
ten years having been abstracted from the 
records, A total of ‘something over $850,000,- 
000 in mortgages has been found, 
the largest number in the Western 
States. Relatively speaking the Southern 
States were found to be much freer from these 
incumbrances than the Northern. An excep- 


veloped manufacturing districts of Alabama, 
Tennessee, and Georgia. In districts like that 
of Birmingham the mortgage indebtedness is 
large, but 90 per cent of it has been contracted 
for purchase money, plants, lands, etc. In 
other districts of the South mortgages are 
given as security for farm supplies, but this 
is an unimportant object of indebtedness in 
the North. i 

As an illustration of the completeness of 
this work in what are termed inquiry counties 
it is necessary only to say that in Madison 
County, O., a total indebtedness of something 
over $2,000,000 was found to be incurred for 
the following purposes: Purchase money, im- 
provements, business purposes, purchase and 
improvement, security, purchase of other 
land, business losses, speculation, stock 
and implements, farm losses, family supplies, 
purchase money and stock, crop failure, bank 
failure, travel, farm supplies, improvements 
and buying of stock, small debts and accrued 
interest, education, medical attendance, dissi- 
pation, borrowed money, rental defalcation, 
accommodation, funeral expenses, alimony, 
family expenses and improvements, interest, 
unknown, to pay taxes, attorney and court 
fees, private debts. 

In this case about 75 per cent was for 
purchase money and improvements, nearly 
10 per cent for business purposes, and the re- 
‘mainder for the varied purposes set forth 
above. The results of the investigation may 
show a large amount of indebtedness, but 
when the causes are thoroughly analyzed the 
burden will not seem such a heavy one as 
some imagine.

WHAT THE SOCIALISTS BELIEVE. 


A Special Committee Formulates a Declara- 
tion of Principles. 

The committee appointed by the mass-meeting 
of the Socialistic party at Waverly Hall some 
days ago to draft a declaration of principles met 
last evening, with ex-Ald. Connor in the chair, 
and prepared a document from which the follow- 
ing extracts are taken: 

Although labor is the tor of all wealth and 
civilization the fact still remainsthat under our 
r- capitalist system those performing all 

abor are receiving oniyasmall and constantly de- 
creasing proportion of the wealth produced, while 
the greater part is confiscated by a few owners of 
the raw ma and means of production. 

Our present industrial system is the direct op- 
posite of trne democracy, because a few men are 
enabled to rob the people of the results of their 
labor. Such a 1 nll necessarily causes a plan- 
lessness of produ and consequently an im- 
mense waste of human and natural forces. 
~. Discoveries and inventions of labor-saving ma- 
chines are being made daily, but are simply used 
as a means to increase the misery of the wealth- 
roducing masses for the benefit of a small num- 
r of individuals. 

Thus the Jaboring masses became dependent, 
economically and — 2 upon the class of 
capitalists in whose hands the wealth is being ac- 
cum 

Private property in the natural sources of pro- 
duction and in the instruments of labor is the 
cause of the misery of our laboring masses. 

We propose to substitute the codperative com- 
monwealth for our present capitalist system of 
exploitation of men by their fellow-men, because 
we claim that it 1s equitable that each member of 
societyshould contribute according to his ability 
to the general welfare. and that the common- 
wealth should secure to each individual the en- 
joyment of his rightful share in the common pros- 


perity. 

Being convinced that the causes of the misery 
of the working masses are the same in all coun- 
tries we claim that the proletarians of all coun- 
tries must unite into one eat international 
brotherhood in order to realize socialism and to 
emancipate the human family from wage slavery. 

Finally, we claim that the emancipation of the 
working class must be the act of the working 
class itself. 

We call upon the people to unite with us in a 
mighty effort to gain control of the litical 
1 to the end that we may secure our demands 

or the emancipation of labor.

The track represents a length of 1,044 feet, The 
minimum radius of curvature, this distance, is 108 
feet, and the curves are reversed without tan ‘ 
The grade, placed on one side of the model, con- 
forms to about 320 feet per mile. This is done to 
prove the working of the railway ander the most 
unfavorable circumstances.

WHY THE PACKERS WISH TO MOVE, 


A “Tribune” Correspondent Believes It 
Due to an Unsatisfactory Water Supply. 
A correspondent writes Tun Trisune that

UPSET THE LITTLE TIN GODS. 

Some persons who were and are opposed to 
the McKinley bill do not think it wise to re- 
peal it at this session because they believe 
that it would intensify existing trade disturb- 
ances. This is not good reasoning, because 
last month’s election showed conclusively that 
the law will have to be repealed. The people 
have said it. If not repealed by this Congress 
it will be by the next one; if not by that then 
by the one which follows. The longer the re- 
peal is postponed. the greater the disturbance 
it will cause when it comes. To take the law 


off the statute books now, before it has been 


there two months, will rip up things much 
less than to wait-one or more years, when the 
subject may fall into the hands of a President 
and Congress which will sweep away the en- 
tire protective system and substitute a revenue 
tariff, with its duties levied only on non-com- 
peting articles. To refuse to take off too high 
duties now is to run the risk of having all pro- 
tective duties abolished ; and then there would 
be a disturbed state of affairs indeed. 

But even those who are opposed to repeal- 
ing the McKinley bill for the poor reason 
given above can have no doubt as to the pro- 
priety of sweeping away some of its provis- 


the repeal of which can cause no disturbance. 
This 1s true especially of the two Little Tin 
Gods of the bill. It is provided that after 
July 1, 1898, there shall be a duty of 4 cents a 
pound on block tin. This is to encourage the 
growth and cultivation of American tin. But 
nobody has invested any money under that 
provision. Therefore let it be repealed. 

It is provided also that after July 1 next the 
duty on tinplate is to be more than doubled. 
This is to encourage the growth of tinplate 
mills. But not one has sprouted yet. Men 
have made promises as to what they would 
do, but no one has seen a photograph of an 
American tinplate mill in operation or in 
process of construction, and from present ap- 
pearances no one will. Therefore business 
will not be disturbed by the immediate repeal 
of this duty, which already has cast its omi- 
nous shadow before, and has forced up the 
price of canned meats to consumers a quarter 
of a cent a pound. It has done much mis- 
chief and no good. So, as Mr. Armour says, 
repeal it. 

Nothing is plainer than that there will be no 
American tinplate mills. sensible man 
will dare to go into the busjfess with the in- 
evitable repeal of the law i 
face. But, while Ame 
benefited by the higher duty, the American 
consumer will be paying more for his tinware 
and canned provisions. What excuse 1s there, 
then, for the increase? 


INDIANS HAVE 100 MUCH LAND. 

While the annual report of the Secretary of 
the Interior brings the satisfactory intelligence 
that his department has made steady progress 
in inducing the Indians to engage in peaceful 
ways and industrial pursuits, and that the 
National school system is being advanced with 
commendable vigor, it sets forth at the same 
time a conspicuous obstacle which stands in 
the way not. only of Indian progress but of 
the development of the National domain in 
the extraordinary area of land reserved for the 
so-called Nation’s wards.”’ 

No recent Indian census has been taken. 
Secretary Noble estimates that, exclusive of 
Alaska, there are not more than 250,000 Indians 
within the limits of the United States. Prob- 
ably there are but few over 200,000. A year 
ago the aggregate area of the Indian reserva- 
tions was 116,000,000 acres, or 181,250 square 
miles, an area larger than that of the Middle 
and New England States combined. During 
the last fiscal year this area has been reduced 


three times as large as Illinois. This 
is sufficient to give to each occupying Indian 
over 750 acres. It goes without saying that a 
large part of this is lying idle and is just that 
much desirable land used for no purpose and 
from which white occupation 1s barged. It 
therefore is not only an injustice to the whites 
but it offers a premium for Indian laziness 
and stands in the way of his progress. This 
huge area should be reduced materially. It 


} should be divided into farms of reasonable

In the meantime any 
white man caught selling them arms, ammu- 
nition, or liquor, as there is reason to believe 
has been done recently in Dakota and the lo- 
cality of the present trouble, should be severe- 
ly punished. - 

This is the first factor in the solution of the 
Indian problem. Having set the adults and 
young men to work earning their living, and 
having extended them the same protection 
and privileges which whites enjoy, then there 
will be no trouble with the second factor— 
namely : the education of the Indian children.

OUR NAVY AND SHORE DEFENSES. 
The annual report of Secretary Tracy af- 
fords gratifying assurance that the country at 
last will have a navy of which it need not be 
ashamed when the warships now ordered are 


completed. The Secretary says: 


During the twenty months covered by the pres- 
ent Administration nine new ships have been put 
in commission; four, including one monitor, have 
been advanced to a point where they are just 
about to go into commission; five are in such con- 
dition that they will shortly be waiting only for 
their armor; seven have been built from the keel 
up, of which the Texas and Monterey are nearly 
ready for launching, and the five cruisers are well 
advanced; while of the six others previously au- 
thorized all have been designed and advertised, 
aud all but one, the ram, have been contracted 
for and are actually under construction. 


This shows that there has been no idleness 


dustries. As to this achievement the Secre- 
tary with cémmendable pride says: We 
now have our own standard and we have the 
right to congratulate ourselves that the stand- 
ard is unsurpassed by any other navy in the 
world.“ In addition to the vessels named 
above bids were opened on the Ist of October 
for the three sea-going coast-line battle ships 
authorized by the present Congress, of which 
the Secretary says: In these battle-ships 
the department confidently asserts that the 
United States will become possessed of three 
vessels of the highest power, whose equals as 


Besides the department’s achievements in 
shipbuilding remarkable progress has been 
made in armor and armaments, as demon- 
strated by recent tests, which have attracted 
the attention of all the European Powers. 

When the last of the warships.now ordered 
18 launched the country will have a respecta- 
ble navy, and it probably will have to be con- 
tent with it for some time to come, as Con- 
gress cannot be expected to appropriate more 
money for naval purposes in view of the De- 
pendent Pension bill of the last session, which 
will double the previous enormous pension 
roll and bill of expense to the taxpayers. The 
all-devouring pension maw threatens to con- 
sume everything in sight, and yet we are as- 
sured by the Secretary that while we have a 
navy we are sadly wanting in the appliances 
for harbor defense, with an unusually long 
coast line to defend. It is time to stop 
any further increase of the navy and 
to devote what money can be spared 
to the strengthening of these harbor defenses 
and the protection of the vast interests at stake 
along our coast. One hundred high power 
fortification guns of ten, twelve, and fifteen 
inch bore would suffice for the protection of 
Boston, New York, and Washington, the three 
vital points, and would hold at bay or beat off 
any war fleet Great Britain could send to at- 
tack them, while now these harbors are entire- 
ly defenseless against vessels of any character 
armed with the modern eight-inch guns, which 
easily could lie out of range of the present 
old-fashioned forts and destroy them. A few 
big guns also would be sufficient for the pro- 
tection of Charleston, New Orleans, and San 
Francisco. The money expended upon six or 
eight first-class battle-ships would furnish big 
harbor battery guns enough to-render all of 
our large seaports invulnerable to attack and 
enough would be left over to defend the St. 
Lawrence at or near Ogdensburg against any 
British gunboats which might attempt to run 
into Lake Ontario or Erie. Congress has 
done enough for the navy for the present. It 
is now its imberative duty to appropriate the 
money for harbor defense, and it should be 
done without delay by this Congress, as it re- 
quires considerable time to construct the 
guns. It will be a criminal neglect not to do 
it. The department should be authorized to 
go ahead promptly and to make investiga- 
tions of the new devices which have been sug- 
gested, among them the patent recently taken 
out by a Chicago inventor for firing dynamite 
without heating the cannon by the use of a 
carbonic gas envelope around the projectile. 
If this invention proves a success it will great- 
ly simplify the matter of harbor defense. 
Let the present Congress appropriate the nec- 
essary money before it adjourns, 


GOULD’S RAILROAD PLANS. 

The reported plans of Jay Gould have re- 
ceived little attention recently by the general 
public, in spite of the fact that they are un- 
derstood to involve a radical reform” in 
railroad management in the West. The truth 
is many people have been slow to believe that 
any value ought to be attached to the state- 
ments attributed to the gentleman, as candor 
is a virtue the exhibition ot which he had 
hitherto reserved to his most intimate friends. 
It was thought impossible he should abandon 
the taciturn policy of a lifetime by taking the 
public into his confidence in regard to his 
future dealings with railroads. Yet* it must 
be conceded this is the best thing he could do, 
if he really intends to bring round such a revo- 
lution in methods as is talked of. Nothing is 
to be gained by delay in making the an- 
nouncement. On the contrary, it ought to be 
a positive advantage to the business world to 
be given time in which to prepare itself for 
the change, and of no small value to the offi- 
cials whose policies and even positions may 
have to be abandoned in consequence.

PRICES FOR STOCKS. 

The New York Journal of Commerce fails 
to perceive any reason for enthusing over the 
situation in stocks as furhishea in the report- 
ed utterances of Jay Gould. It views with 
suspicious eye the rumor that he is now sell- 
ing only with intent to keep the market low, 
and that he is daily increasing his line of in- 
vestments. It says: 

When the slirewd operator is investing we hear 
no sound from his lips, unless it 1s a lugubrious 
moan. It is when he longs for the bleating of in- 
nocent victims, and has his shears weil in hand, 
that he utters these eloquent periods so attractive 
in their apparent candor and simplicity. 

The quoted remarks are as true a3 gospel. 
How far they may fit the present situation is 
for the future to reveal. It is, however, quite 
possible for an astute operator to tell the truth 
when it does not conflict with his interests to 
do so, and Gould may be doing that now. He 
was a heavy buyer at the time of greatest de- 
pression, and probably bought more than he 
wished to keep. In that case he is well 


way that justifies lus opinion while it in- 
creases his already large bank accounts. The 
statistics of comparative prices given in THE 
Trisune a few days ago and the reports of 
earnings indicate that the former were forced 
down more than warranted by the latter, 
and leave room for the inference that at least 
a part of the break was caused only by the 
weight of British offerings on the market. 
Hence the reaction was a natural one, and 
those sufficiently wise and rich to act on the 
theory at the time have reaped a reward. But 
that fact is not of itself a good argument in 
favor of the theory that still higher prices sre 
on the program for the next few weeks or 
months. The money market is still close, and 
crop conditions point almost certainly to a 
much smaller business. for railroad carrying 
properties during the remainder of the cereal 
year. It is more philosophical to expect that 
the reduced scale of prices, as improved on 
since the market reached its lowest range, 
constitutes; a new line of departure from 
which the investor and speculator should be 
prepared to reckoa both up and down. 

Probably it would be much to the advantage 
of business, in the mercantile sense of that 
word, if the speculative current should be not 
only slow but sluggish through the winter. 
The speculative inflations of the summer, in 
this and other countries, have caused all the 
trouble thus far experienced in business cir- 
cles, and the normal health of the latter is 
proved by the fact that they have suffered so 
little while the other was con vulsed from cen- 
ter to circumference. The trading, commer- 
cial, "and manufacturing interests of the 
United States are all right, and may be trust- 
ed to continue so unless interfered with and 
dragged down by a further wild rush in the 
crowd which does nothing but gamble on the 
differences in quoted values. If the specula- 
tors will only consent to be quiet for awhile 
the rest will come out all right. If they are 
not content to keep hands off, but go in again 
on the strength of confidence inspired by per- 
haps badly garbled reports of utterances by 
this or that mone king, they may find them- 
selves again heavy losers with the possible ad- 
ditional consequence of blocking the wheels of 
commerce and badly deranging the labor 
market.

There is no vagueness about the Minneap- 
olis speech. Nothing could be more clear or 
positive. But Congressman Mills’ statement 
of his position to the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Louisville Courier-Journal is mixed, 
muddled, and contradictory.

If he is a tariff for reve- 
nue only Democrat, then plainly he is op- 
posed to such duties on competitive goods as 
will protect the domestic manufacturer—that 
is, will enable ‘him to charge more for his 
wares than the importer of similar articles 
would ask under free trade, and which conse- 
quently will enable the home manufacturer to | 
pay for his labor higher wages than are paid 
by the manufacturer of the imported goods to 
his European workmen. If Mr. Mills is a 
“tariff for revenue only Democrat, he is op- 
posed to even the smallest duty on competi- 


tive goods, for any duty on them is neces- | 
sarily and obviously protective as far as it 


goes. No matter how small it may be, it 
tends to equalize conditions between the for- 
eign and domestic manufacturer. Even the 
smallest duty on ore, pig-iron, coal, lumber, 
leather, yarn, etc., tends to protect the work- 
men in these raw materials, just as à duty on 
the more finished products protects the work- 
ingmen engaged in their manufacture. 

Mr. Mills suid in his Minneapolis speech 
that the tariff should be taken off woolen

Therefore why does this eminent Democrat 
juggle thus with words?

Of course, such a measure will not pass, and 
he knows it. The most that can be accom- 
plished at the present session is to undo the 
bad work of the preceding one. But when 
any bill is introduced for that purpose the 
Democrats will say it is not radical enough 
and will refuse to help it along, 

That the McKinley bill is as bad as it is is 
due largely to the Democrats. Some of the 
amendments to its worst features, offered 
while the House was considering it, could 
have been carried if the Democrats had come 
to the assistance of the small squad of Repub- 
licans who offered ana supported them. But 
whenever the Democrats saw that their votes 
added to those of the dissenting Republicans 
would make a majority a number of them 
slipped out in the lobby and allowed the 
amendment to be defeated. They wanted 
the bill to be as bad as possible. Perhaps 
their course was justifiable from the stand- 
point of the practical politician, but a party 
which will sacrifice what it admits to be the 
interests of the people to its own selfish pur- 
poses is not fit to rule.

Tun Controller of the Currency reports that 
coin and paper money formed about 9 per 
cent of the receipts by the banks of the United 
States Sept. 17, while for the same date nine 
years previously the proportion was only about 
5 per cent. It is difficult to understand this 
unless by resort to the theory that those days 
furnished exceptions to the rule, or that there 
has been no such searcity of actual cash 
as widely complained of. It is believed 
that there is a constantly growing tendency 
to increase in the use of checks in the payment 
of indebtedness, the rule with business- 
men being to deposit their surplus 
funds in bank and check against them 
as required, while the facilities for 
the transfer of buying power from one to an- 
other are widening out in this direction with 
each succeeding year. The additions made to 
the circulation within the last few months 
have, however, materially augmented the abil- 
ity of the smaller class of purchasers to act on 
the cash plan of paying as they go, and prob- 
ably theré-was never a time in the history of 
the United States when so little credit was ex- 
tended in proportion to the total amount of 
sales. This is an element of stability, and the 
fact may be of importance as furnishing a 
part of the reason why the recent stringency 
in the more speculative lines of business has 
been felt so little in general trade. There 
was scarcely any diminution in the buying of 
goods for consumpéion when money was said 
tobe most “tight,” and the average mer- 
chant is not now Anding much fault on that 
score, while collections on notes given by in- 
terior merchants have been uniformly report- 
ed as good. Even those of them who per- 
sist in expressing fears that business will be 
dull this winter as a consequence of the 
autumn strain do not report any material 
falling off thus far.

If the associa- 
tion means to be fair and not run into class 
legislation it will not make one law for the 
city and another for the country. 

It would be interesting also to know the 
ideas of the F. M. B. A. as to the number of 
acres or square feet of land each person should 
be allowed to use and occupy. What shall be 
the standard size of the farm? How many 
acres shall each farmer be allowed to cultivate 
when the new system gets into working or- 
der? Will the State regulate that? It is prob- 
able that the men who write the glittering 
generalities for the farmers’ platforms have | 
not the least idea what they mean by the fine | 
words they use, and it is certam the farmers 
have not. If the farmers were to write their | 
own platforms they would demand “ high 
prices for their crops and low taxes on their 
property.”

Freight Forwarded Prior to Dec. 4 Takes 
' Old Rates. 

A, question having arisen as to the correct 
interpretation of the rule governing east- 
bound freight to be forwarded prior to ad- 
vance in rates Nov. 24 last, which is to the ef- 
fect that no Western freight leaving the junc- 
tion points of Western lines with the Central 
Trafic Association roads on or after Dec. 4, 
1890, will be péssed at less than class rates, 
Chairman Blanchard was requested 
to decide what constituted 11 
delivery on the part of Western 
lines. He rules that if property entitled to 
the former rates is .

NO REASON FOR ALARM. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON’S PROCLAMA- 
TION WILL SOON BE ISSUED. 


And That Was the Reason the Chief Execu- 
tive Avoided Any Mention of the World’s 
Fair in His Message—Some Startling 


Cablegrams from Across the Water—. 


Dangerous Rumors Denied — Director 
General Davis Does Not Have Much to 
Say About Appointments. 


The absence of any mention of the World’s 
Fair in President Harrison’s message to Con- 
gress seems to have caused a starthng rumor 
abroad. 

Mr. James Dredge, a prominent engineer of 
London, who has done much to forward the 
interests of the World's Fair, was to deliver an 
address on the subject, when the rumor got 
afloat that the Fair had been abandoned. 
That rather dampened his ardor, and he wrote 
to H. H. Kohisaat, who was in Paris. Mr. 
Kohlsaat seems to have realized immediately 
the damage that such a rumor would dounless 
promptly contradicted, for he startled Presi- 
dent Gage yesterday by cabling him the fol- 
lowing:

Mr. Gage caught his breath and th 
proceeded to undo the injury the 
rumor might have done..

It Worried the Directors. 

The fact that such a rumor should get afloat 
worried the directors, however, and there 
were many speculations as to the reason for 
it. Some thought it had been maliciously 
started, but the greater number believed it to 
have resulted from the omission ot any men- 
tion of the Fair in the President’s message, 

Jean easily understand it.“ said one of 
the directors. The President made no men- 
tion of the Fair because the proclamation to 
foreign nations, which will contain all needful 
information, is soon to be issued. But the 
absence of mention was commented upon, 
even in this country, and a cablegram to En- 
gland calling attention to the omission was all 
that was necessary to set the rumor afloat. A 
newspaper correspondent could have done it 
unintentionally, and I am inclined to think 
one did. | 

It shows, however, that there is a necessity 
for some bureau appointments immediately— 
notably those of Publicity and Promotion of 
Foreign Affairs. That such a rumor could 
have gain currency shows that England is 
not as close to us as we have imagined, and if 
England is not in close communication with 
us, what nation is? ‘We cannot afford to take 
anything for granted; we must take measures 
todisseminate World's Fair information and let 
foreigners know, not only that we are still in 
business at the old stand, but are hustling to 
get the business. Another rumor like that 
might not be so promptly denied and might 
do irreparable injury.”’ 

Mr. Davis Isn’t Ready Yet. 

Director-General Davis is still mum as to 
his appointments, however, and it is only 
speculation as to where lightning will strike. 
it is probable that he will appoint no Chief of, 
the tt of Foreign Affairs. Gen. Goshorn 
in relating his experience at Philadelphia, con- 
vinced him that foreign nations would not 
treat with a subordinate. 

I am not prepared to say yet just what 


will be done in that matter, said Mr. Davis. 


IJ wish to find out what the commission and 
the directory think of the matter. There will 
be a Bureau of Foreign Affairs, of course, 
and it is only a question as to whether the Di- 
rector-General shall be ex-officio chief of it 
or whether there shall be a chief appointed. i 
am not particularly anxious to take charge of 
it personally, but of course I will be held re- 
sponsible for it, and Gen, Goshorn is of the 
opinion that foreign nations will treat only 
with the responsible head, In that case it may 
be necessary to have all its business trans- 
acted in my name.”’ | 

T. M. Waller of Connecticut and Vice-Presi- 
dent Bryan of the local board have both been 
mentioned for this bureau, and if it is left 
in charge of Director-General Davis it is prob- 
able that Mr. Waller will be sent abroad. Mr. 
Davis realizes that he could be of great assist- 
ance in that way on account of his experience 
with foreign nations. Moreover, Mr. Waller 
has been of a good deal of assistance to the 
Director-General. 

Mr. Bryan has never asked for the position 
and says it has never been offered tohim. He 
was once asked if he thought he could accept 
it, and he replied that if he could be of any 
assistance in that way he would be glad to do 
ali that he could. The ee condition made 
was that if he did combine his present position 
with the new one he should have an ‘assistant, 
to be paid out of his own salary, in which, by. 
the way, there was to be no increase. 

It is not unlikely that if Mr. Davis takes 
charge of the bureau Mr. Bryan's services may 
also be called into requisition. He is an ac- 
complished li ist, and that is a good deal 
in itself for such a bureau. It is not unlikely 
that Mr. Waller and Mr. Bryan, each in his 
own sphere, may conduct the business of the 
bureau under the immediate direction and in 
the name of the Director-General. It will be 
one of the most.important bureaus and will 
require men peculiarly fitted for the work. 

The appointment of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Publicity and Promotion was rather ex- 

yesterday, but it was not forthcoming, 
irector-General Davis wishes to have a con- 
sultation with the directors first, and notified 
the Executive Committee yesterday that he 
was prepared to consult with it in the matter. 
The consultation, however, did not take place. 

Another matter that has delayed the Di- 
rector-General’s work was the failure of the 
commission to pass upon the rules and regu- 
lations for the admission and classification of 
goods, the applications for space, etc. 

I have them all prepared, he said, but I 
cannot issue them as yet. There are blank 
applications of almost every conceivable kind, 
but there are some details yet to be learned. 
Ido not know yet about the terminal charges, 
but I shall consult with the local board at the 
earliest possible moment.“

STIRRED BY CHRISTLESS PRAYERS. 


Conduct of Brethren at the Christian-Jewish 
Conference Surprises a Correspondent, 
Wueaton Cowon, Dec. 2.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. II have been deeply interested in the 
letters. and interviews which you have printed 
bearing on the Christian-Jewish conference re- 
cently held in your city. Before the assembling 


of that conference I saw some criticisms on its 


general plan, but since its work was done the only 
part of it which seems to be objected to is thut 
taken by the Christian ministers who were re- 
ques to conduct the devotional exercises. It 
is a subject of opperafulasten that all are now 
agreed that those halding two faiths so related as 
are the Jewish and Christian may meet for kindly 
interchange of views without awakening the the- 
ological hatreds of ages now gp 2 long past. 
Should another such conference be held doubt- 
less some of our brethren who could not find time 
to attend the one recently in session will be pres- 
ent, in which case they will be prepared more in- 
telligently to pass judgment upon the exercises as 
a whole and in detail. : 

It is, I confess, a matter of great surprise to me 
that these brethren should be 80 deeply stirred by 
the use of Christless prayers as they seem to be. 
Several of them announce themselves as Ma- 
sons and some who do not, might, I 
think, properly do so. Now every reasonably 
well-read professional man knows that Free- 
masonry is a complete deistic system, rejecting 
Jesus Christ and boasting that pagans, pirates, 
rebels, and Indians are eligible to membership in 
its lodges. I reat at a single sitting sixty-five 
prayers printed forthe use of those Christrian 
ministers who are chaplains’ of lodges, chapters, 
councils, consistories, etc., not one of which con- 
tained mention of Our Lord Jesus Christ, a con- 
fession of sin, or allusion to the Holy Ghost. This, 
is, as I say, known to all well-read men; that it is 
known to some of the men who furnished your 
reporters with protests against Christless prayers 
in public, is clearly stated by themselves. Still 
further and far worse this same 2 which 
prays not occasionally but givaye and by law 
without any mention of our Savio 
the New Testament and strikes out that holy 
name from the page where it was written by the 
Svirit of God. it has always been impossible for 
me to understand how (Christians could for one 
hour remain connected with an institution which 
thus ignores and insults the Savior of the world. 

Others who were interviewed and whoare so 
filled with alarm have been in Chicago for years, 
where thousands of men are connected with near- 
ly one thousand different lodges, in most of which 
our Lord Jesus Christ cannot be lawfully named. 
1 have heard some of these brethren privately ex- 
press themselves against these Christ-rejecting 
orders, but have/not know them to do so public- 
ly exceptin the case of the Clan-na-Gael, when they 
sim ply echoed the daily press, I rejoice greatly 
that they so clearly see character of prayers 
from which the name of our Lord and Savior is 
purposely excluded, and shall expect to hear from 
them such a continual and earnest protest that 
all Christian men in this on understand 
that to write, print, and read prayers, or to offer 
them without readi the name of Jesus be 
purposely omitted, is like thedenial of Peter or the 
treason of Judas. Pastors occupying such pulpits 
as that of the Second Prestipteplan or Union Park 
Congregational ‘Church cannot speak out man- 
fully against Ohristless prayers without 
great. good. 1 trust that 


minish, for I believe with all my heart that the 


whole list of prayers from which the name of 
Jesus has been excluded and which are repeated 
in the lodges of Chicago week week are an 
offense to God and the ruin of the precious souls 
for whom the Savior died. It is quite time that 
the thousands of well-intentioned but uninformed 
men who have united with these secret orders to 
obtain some 
were warned of their danger from the deistic 
(atheistic) religions which they involve and teach. 
It is a source of sincere gladness to me that we 
are to have the aid of so influential men in ac- 
complishing so great a task. 

It will be naturally inferred that the writer 
never agreed to offer prayerin the late confer- 
ence or elsewhete which should omit that name 
which is above every name, When invited to 
offer prayer at that gathering it was my impres- 
sion that the two parties to the conference were 
honest men and nothing has yet occurred to 
change that opinion. I expected the Christians 
to act as Christ — the Jews as Jews, and that 
each party while self-respectful should also re- 
spect the other. Acco ly 1 prayed as always 
in the name of Jesus, engagements were 
such that I heard noneof the other prayers with 
which sessions ‘were opened, but I suppose t 
other men who ied the devotions of that re- 
markable assemblage did in all good faith as I 
did—i. e., prayed according to the faith which 
they profess. The TRIBUNE report of the prayer 
which I offered included possibly one-third of 
the words uttered and the reporter would prob- 
ably be the last man to pretend that he took my 
words verbatim. It is certainly a compliment 
to the reporting of the Chics press that men 
who have been residing in cities should have as- 
sumed verbal accuracy in a case in which it was 
uot even intimated. _ 

I am sure that my critics do not hate the Jews. 
The Jesus whom they receive as the world’s Sav- 
ior was of that nation. The Paul whose words

THEY PREFER MEASURE TO WEIGHT. 


South Water Street Produce Dealers Look 
with Disfavor Upon a New Idea. . 
South Water street dealers do not seem to favor 
the selling of produce of all kinds by weight in- 
stead of by measure. Some of the produce, pota- 
toes and green yegetables, for. instance, have al- 
ways been sold by the pound, but the dealers in 
fruit declare that it would be impossible to han- 
dle all their shipments, in the busy season at 
least, if it were necessary to weigh everything. 
The opinions of a few out of a large number seen 
on this subject are of interest in view of the pro- 
poeed adoption of weight in place of measure in 
ew York. An ordinance is now before the Board 
sf Aldermen of that city eompelling 
fruits and vegetables to sell by weight. 
Joseph Spies, No. 101 South Water street, said: 

I don’t think that such a scheme would do at 
all. Inthe busy time we haye all we can do to 
handle the packages of fruit that come from dif- 
ferent parts of the coun without weighing 
them. Our line is fruits. Packages are put up 
one size in one place and another size somewhere 
the people who put up the 
packages to make them of uniform size. People 
can see for themselves how much they are getting, 
and if they don’t want to buy they needn’t. Sup- 
pose that 1 had to be weighed in the 
strawberry season. It would take four times the 
help that is required now. We want something 
that will sequins less help, not more.“ 

Manager Watson of Porter Bros., Nos. 97 and 99 
South Water street, said: 

It will never be practicable to sell fruits by 
weight, and it would not be to the advantage of 
any person concerned. It would take so much 
time, in the first place, to weigh everything.

SOCIAL LIFE IN JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA IS MERELY A PLACE TO 


MAKE MONEY, 


The Climate Is Pleasant, but It Is Not En- 
Joyable for Young  People-—No Fruit 
There and the Servants Are Lazy— 
France Will Watch the Fifty-second 
American Congress—American Pork Re- 
shipped from England—Arrivals at the 
Hotels. 


I suppose it is well known in the United 
States that the first Japanese Parliament 
under the new constitution is now in session,“ 
said Thomas L. Boag of Yokohama yesterday 
at the Grand Pacific. ‘‘Of late years there 
has grown up a strong anti-foreign feeling in 
J apan. There are about 1,800 English-speak- 
ing people in the Yokohamg settlement, and 
we, with the German, are under our own laws 
and free from taxation by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. : 

It was proposed to have the treeties re- 
vised so that we would be under the Japanese 
laws and subject to all their taxes. That 
would seem fair enough, but we objected to 
their legal methods, especially as they have 
no regular code, and, besides, we want to 
know what we are going to get before we give 
up any privilege. The American Legation’ 
had approved of the new treaty, but while it 
was before the American Senate popular feel- 


ing turned against the foreigners and Viscount 


Okobo, who was foremost in the movement 
for a pew treaty, was attacked and one of his 
legs so shatteted by a bomb that he had to 
have it amputated. Since then the matter has 
been in abeyance. I guess they are waiting 
for England to act. 

„My wife and I have been in Yokohama 
seventeen years, and we are going back to 
England to live. Japan is a good enough 
place to live in——”’ : 

If you can’t get away,“ put in Mrs. Boag. 

„The climate is pleasant, but it's only a 
place to make money in. Old married people 
such as we are can get along, but it's lonely 
for a young man. It isn’t like home. 

There's not a fruit there fit to eat except 
grapes, said Mrs. Boag, and they're 
woolly.” 

Jes, the grapes have a few hairs on them, 
and they taste queer, admitted Mr. Boag. 
They have tried apples and pears up in the 
northern part of the Island of Yeddo, and 
they are fine. But the nearest thing to an.

else I know af.“

Boag. She was born there, and the servants 
have spoiled her.

The servants are lazy, and O!] the most 
awful story-tellers on earth, said Mrs, Boag. 


I suppose the servant girl problem is the 


same everywhere, only we have servant boys 
over there. They're better than the women.“

The opening in wheat was not especially lively, 
but the feeling was quite firm. Cables had noth- 
ing in them to discourage buyers, and private ad- 
vices noted the fact that the Bank of England 
managers had reduced.the rate of discount to 5 
per cent. Thenthe enterprising traders who get 
early information were advised that Bradstreet’s 
estimate of the available stocks east of the 
Rockies instead of showing an increase of several 
millions would show an increase of less than 
100,000 bu.

This was a suit to recover $100,000 damages for 


| alleged deceit and false representations. Accord- 


ing to plaintiff, it was induced to abandon its 
works at Hannibal, Mo., and locate at East Chi- 
cago, on statements made by Gen. Torrence, 
President of the defendant company. It was al- 
leged that Gen. Torrente promised the C. A. Treat 
Manufacturing company ten acres of land in East 
Chicago on which to locate its works and further- 
more to make arrangements with the Chicago and 
Atlantic railway company by which freight would 
be hauled from East Chicago to Chicago, or Chi- 
cago to East Chicago, for $8 or $3.50 per car-load. 
On these representations the plaintiff claims to 
have expended over $50,000 in the construction of 
works and that its business was ruinous because it 
was compelled to pay from $7 to $11 on freight 
shipped between the points mentioned. 

For the defense it was contended that plaintiff 
had no reason to rely on any statements made by 
Gen. Torrence, and that, in fact, it did not rely on 
such representations. 

The court informed the jury that the plaintiff 
had no right to rely on the statement that freight 
could be shipped at $3 or $3.50 a car-load, as the 
Inter-State Commerce law was then in effect and 
the regular freight charges had been established. 
Besides, the plaintiff was aware before its works 
were constructed that it could not get the low 
rates as stated, and, notwithetanding, went ahead 
and finished its building. Judgment was entered 
on a verdict of not guilty.
